Experiment with Kltei by William A. 


Ea«lj Which Demonstrate! Their 


Ctllltjr In War Times. 


William A. Uddy made a late tele- 


phone experiment nt Bayonne, N. J. 
With. Mr. Eddy were W. W. Hotchkin, 
Dr. W. H. Mitchell and Henry L. All«n. 


Two kites, each seven feet in diam- 


eter, and one four feet in diameter, were 
sent up in tandem, piano wire being 
used. Under the kites was placed an 
American flag seven by four fee-tin siw, 
which was kept flying all the aiternoon. 
To ttlie piano wire was made fast a thin 
copper wire, wfhich, as tie kites ascend- 
ed, trailed over trees, house* and barns 
toward the Kill von Kull. The e-nd of 
the -wire finally was allowed to rc*t on 
ihe Jersey shore. Dr. Mitchell attached 
o it a telephone similar to those us^d in 
the field. A similar instrument was at- 
ached to the kite wire at Mr. Eddy's 
louse, a mile away. Conversation was 
hen carried on. The communication 
w-ns perfect. Mr. Eddy says this experi- 
ment demonstrates that kites can b« 
used tocarry wires for field telephoning 
n time of war.
